supported by City Attorney 
George Filcoff. 

The attorney, in response to a 
question by the aldermen, told 
the council that while ‘the 
legality of such.a move “is a 
tough question,” he did not 
believe the city legally could 
“regulate enterprise.” 

The suggestion to ban new 
work along Nameoki Road 
came before the council in a 
letter signed by Dave Morgan 
chairman of the City Plan 
Commission, who said that 
mounting traffic problems 
resulting from commercial 
expansions in the Nameoki area 
should be solved before new 
businesses can attract more 
traffic and compound the 
problem even more. 

Morgan, who was present and 
spoke at the council session. 
said all members of the plan 
commission concurred in the 
suggested moratorium until 
such time that traffic controls 
can be initiated or Nameoki 
Road is widened

An editorial — No alternative to impeachment 


‘The House Judiciary Committee today begins active study 
of whether to recommend impeachment of President Richard 
M. Nixon. Based on what has become known of his conduct 
there should be affirmative action by the committee and then 
me House, leading to a Senate trial on the issue of removal from 
office. 

‘The Press-Record three times endorsed him for the high of- 
fice that he has held for five and a third years. There have been 
many constructive accomplishments, but a strong case can now 
be made for his departure by resignation or Senate action. 


While using a variety of tactics to delay prosecutors and the 
Judiciary Committee, the President has been telling the public, 
‘The time has come to get Watergate behind us and get on with 
the business of America.” 

‘The issue should be promptly put behind us, but by facing it 
squarely and resolving it. It has become “‘the business of 
America”—all of America 

‘There is wide belief that Mr. Nixon has broken faith with the 
electorate by ‘shabby, disgusting, immoral"' conduct, to use the 
words voiced Tuesday by one of his former chief defenders, 
Senate Minority Leader Hugh Schott 

Vice President Gerald R. Ford, who would advance to the 
top office if the President is impeached and convicted, has com- 
mented that “when all is said and done—and the sooner the bet- 
ter—I firmly hope our country will be stronger and wiser for tis 
present ordeal.” 

‘There is real hope of such added strength and wisdom, if the 
nation can successfully complete the difficult period which Mr. 
Nixon says awaits us along the impeachment path 

Noting that prosperity and life itself can be affected by the 
actions of the chief executive, Mr. Nixon has argued that 
America in the nuclear era should not be made to suffer 
through such a debate and trial. Regardless, there appears to be 
no acceptable alternative, unless he decides to resign

The conclusion that there should be a new President is based 
on the likelihood of past criminal liability. 

Transcripts of White House conversations released last 
week, inadequate as they are, te!l much about the character of 
those who participated. 

Potential law violations include obstruction of justice, 
subornation of perjury, obstruction of criminal investigation, 
conspiracy, misprison of a felony and interstate transportation 
to aid bribery

The vast amount of profanity and the hypocrisy related to it 
further darken the image of those involved. 

In a 1960 campaign debate, Mr. Nixon said that “whoever is 
President is going to be a man that all the children of America 
will either look up or will look down to. I am very proud that 
Pres. Eisenhower restored dignity and decency and, frankly, 
good language to the conduct of the Presidency of the United 
States 

“T only hope that should I win this election that I could ap- 
proach Pres. Eisenhower in maintaining the dignity of the of- 
fice, in seeing to it that whenever any mother or father talks to 
his child, he can look at the man in the White House and — 
whatever he may think of his policies — he will say, “Well, there 
is a man who maintains the kind of standards personally that I 
would want my child to follow.” ""

No more out of context than some of the self-serving 
quotations that we have been flooded with in recent days by the 
White House, the following Presidential remarks are from the 
hundreds of pages of transcripts. 

They give insight into the claim that Mr. Nixon was not a 
party to efforts to cover up White House involvement in the June 
1972 burglary of the Democratic National Committee head- 
quarters and the office of Democratic Chairman Lawrence 
O’Brien in the Watergate building. 

“Let it all hang out. Is it too late to go the hang-out road? 

“What does one disclose that isn’t going to blow something? 

“We have to keep the cap on the bottle. 

“Make it very incomplete 

“Say youcan't recall 

“Sometimes it is well to give them something, and then they 
don’t want the bigger push. 

“Deny all, saying Mr. . . . did not do this. Right down the 
line, taking the most glaring things. ‘If there are any further 
questions, please let me know.’ See? 

“And that you yourself completed interviews of the 
following people. I am just trying to think of people that you 
could list 

“Why did you do it? You would say it was ordered on a 
national security basis. f 

“| didn’t mean to have everyone go up And testify. Put the 
story out (through public relations) PR people 

“How it can be carved away from you. 

“T would certainly keep that cover. 

“Let us suppose that you get the million bucks, and you get 
the proper way to handle it. You could hold that side? It would 
seem to me that would be worthwhile. 

“T don't want any criminal liabilities. 

“you've got to have something where it doesn’t appear that 
Tam doing this. 

“Well, I knew it. I knew it. 

““You have got to maintain the Presidency out of this. Ihave 
got things to do for this country . 

“25 years of peace, not who got the cesspool for Win- 
netka...”

In a lengthy letter we received Tuesday from Ken. W. 
Clawson, communications director to the President, there is an 
effort to undermine confidence in the memory and truthfulness 
of former Counsel John Dean, and to stress that he failed to dis- 
close Watergate coverup efforts until March 21, 1973. 

Both points are arguable. But putting them aside, the 
President’s own self-censored statements speak volumes about 
him. And post-March 21 actions and inaction raise extremely 


serious questions 
‘A summary by Clawson, parelleling the defense given by 


the President on television spotlights other disturbing points. 
Examples: \ 

“The President believes that these (Watergate coverup ac- 
tivities) are the matters that primarily concern the congress. 

“This response exceeds the material called for in the 
(Judiciary Committee) subpoena 

“The attached transcripts represent the best efforts ac- 
curatély to transcribe the material contained on the recording 
tapes. 
“Expletives have been omitted in the interest of good taste 
except where necessary to depict accurately the context of the 
conversation.”” 

‘All of these statements appear to be false. Mr. Nixon knows 
that the impeachment inquiry covers many other issues. He 
knows that written transcripts cannot be used in the same way 
as actual recordings for prosecution purposes and in other of- 
ficial proceedings. 

The Senate Watergate Committee told the U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals this week that the transcripts received are “suspect” and 
are “neither complete nor accurate.” 

They contain such references as ‘further conversation 
following, unrelated to Watergate.”’ In fact, the deleted con- 
versations are pertinent, the Senate group charges — such.as 
one dealing with use of the Internal Revenue Service to in- 
vestigate administration enemies like former Democratic 
Chairman O'Brien. 

‘And in many cases, expletives have been deleted at the 
sacrifice of all coherent meaning. 

Instead of the “entire story” of Watergate being made 
public, vast amounts of tapes, transcripts and other information 
remain secret. 

Missing and erased tape segments are numerous. Nothing 
at all has been made availabe for periods extending as much as 
several months. And it was announced Tuesday that Mr. Nixon 


has decided to turn over no more Watergate tapes

There is a popular children’s cartoon film, “The Grinch who 
stale Christmas.” In. simplest form, the Watergate scandal 


paints Mr. Nixon as ‘the President who tried to steal America” 
—its access to free exercise of the democratic process. 
Campaign abuses altered the circumstances of the 1972 elec- 
tion and public understanding of the issues. Fund-raising prac- 
tices reached new depths. “‘Plumbers’’ investigated a wide 


assortment of people and placed wiretaps on newsmen. 

‘Access to documents under the Freedom of Information Act 
was and is being hampered by lack of adequate knowledge of 
their existence and content. The number of persons authorized 
to classify material as top secret, secret or confidential has been 
reduced but still totals 17,364. 

A current Administration bill would prevent publication of 
any information the government did not want published. 

Court memberships have been altered. There is growing 
concern over a ruling under which decrees could be issued at the 
behest of politicans whose objective is to muffle independent 
criticism of their official actions. 

Last week’s transcripts show Mr. Nixon declaring, “This is 
a war. I want the most comprehensive notes on all those who 
tried to do as in. They are asking for it and they are going to get 
it. We have not used the Bureau and the Justice Department, but 
things are goifig to change now. And they are either going to do 
it right or go.” : 

Court statements by the Columbia Broadcasting System 
allege it was told by high officials that ‘‘the networks are anti- 
Nixon and they are going to have to pay for that, sooner or later, 
one way or another. The networks will get theirs, of that youcan 


be sure. = 
“CBS will be brought to its knees if it doesn’t ‘play ball’ with 


the Administration. Things will get much worse. We'll bring you 


to your knees in Wall Street and on Madison Avenue.” 
Testimony by former White House aide John Ehrlichman 


tells of utilization of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency and departmental security arms. Until 
recently, there has been widespread Internal Revenue auditing 
of the taxes of ‘‘dissidents.”" 

A widely-read Washington columnist was moved to 
speculate, when main elements of the Watergate story were 
breaking, that Washington had “‘the atmosphere of an im- 
pending coup d’etat.” 

‘There was no armed takeover of the U. S. government this 
year, but the column caused our thoughts to dwell on the once- 
free Philippines. Newspapers and writers outspoken on govern- 
mental corruption during our visit there in 1969 were silenced in 
the early 1970s, and the Filipino president then in the closing 
days of his second and final term “miraculously” was kept in of- 
fice for an indefinite period. 

Of course, “‘it can’t happen here.”” But those most in- 
strumental in bringing out. the full ramifications - of the 
Watergate story are unanimous in saying that without con- 
siderable good luck they could easily have failed in their quest.

Vice President Ford commented during the past weekend 
that he is ‘proud to be a citizen of a country which can openly 
debate the legal and moral fitness of its highest government 
leaders, without riot or revolution. I have every confidence in 
the ultimate wisdom and justice of the American people.” 

To this could be added Thomas Jefferson’s view that 
“whenever the people are well-informed, they can be trusted 
with their own government. Whenever things get so far wrong as 
to attract their notice, they may be relied on to set them to 
rights.” 

It has been said that a great nation will survive and prosper 
in direct proportion to its fidelity to the pfinciples on which it 
was founded. 

The Press-Record believes that the ideals on which America 
was founded now require that impeachment be voted. With Vice 
President Ford and thé late President Jefferson, we are con- 
fident that citizens and their elected legislators. can rise to the 
occasion with wisdom and justice.

Special Education offices for 
seven years. 

The new budget bill also 
projects a 1974-75 tax levy of 
$369,617 in the townships 
operating accounts, which is the 
full amount of the operating 
budget. The proposed new levy 
is an increase of $131,792 over 
last year's tax levy of $237,825. 

The budget includes $144,767 
in the town fund account, up 
from $119,175 last year; $207,850 
in the general assistance fund, 
up from $199,750 last year, and 
municipal retirement payments 
of $17,000, up from last year's 
$13,500, 

balance of $571,414 
represents projected ex- 
penditure of federal revenue 
sharing funds and includes a 
budget item of $500,000 for 
construction of a proposed new 
township office and recreation 
building and $40,000 for land 
acquisition for the new building 
if it is needed. 

The 1974-75 tax levy which is 
expected to be approved by the 
Town Board following the June 
3 public hearing levies $144,767 
for the town fund, compared to 
last year’s town fund tax levy of 
$84,575; $207,850 for general 
assistance, compared to last 
year’s $149,750 and $17,000 for 
the municipal retirement fund, 
compared with $3,500 last yea 

‘The smaller levies last year 
resulted from allocation of 
$25,000 of the townships revenue 
sharing funds to the town fund, 
and $50,000 in revenue sharing 
funds to the general assistance 
fund 

Last year the township 
budgeted $300,219 in revenue 
sharing funds, with $232,000 of 
the amount allocated to the 
construction fund for the 
proposed new town hall. The 
remainder was alloted to the 
various purposes in the 
operating accounts. 

The year's budget of revenue 
sharing funds, in addition to the 
$540,000 appropriated for the 
town hall, includes the 
reallocation of the balances 
remaining in last year’s 
revenue sharing ap- 
propriation. These include 
$8,000 to special services for the 
aged and poor, $10,787 to food 
and hospitalization for un- 
derprivieged and $12,626 for 
improvements to the 
assessment system.

Tuition for diocesan Catholic 
students will be $350 for the first 
student, a $35 increase over last 
year, effective with the opening 
of the new school season in 
September; $315 for the,second 
student; and no charge for a 
third or fourth student from the 
same family 

Out-of-district Catholics will 
be charged $450 for the first 
student; $415 for the second 
student, and $350 for additional 
students from the same family. 

Tuition for non-Catholics 
attending the merged school 
will be $530 for the first student; 
$495 for the second student and 
$430 for third and additional 
students from the same family 
Tuition is higher in this instance 
because no parish subsidy is 
realized from these students, it 
was noted. 
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Bro. Conrad said there will be 
financial assistance available 
for students applying for work 
grants; they will be able to earn 
$175 in credit toward tuition 
expense by working two hours a 
day for 10 weeks at various jobs 
around the school or helping in 
the office 

The possibility of scholar- 
ships from outside sources and 
through foundations is being 
investigated. Applications for 
these programs, should they 
materialize, will be made ac- 
cording to the need of the 
student. 

Due to increased school 
operating expenses, faculty 
salaries and less funds given 
through the Diocesan Service 
Appeal Program, the raise in 
tuition was deemed 
unavoidable.

He was taken by ambulance 
from the home of his mother, 
Mrs. Wilma Szczepanik, 2109 
Lee Ave., after he was found on 
the couch in the living room by 
his stepfather Joseph Szc- 
zepanik of the same address.

When a 
nurse began cleansing his 
wounds, she noticed a small 
hole in the youth’s right temple. 

The stepfather gave police the 
empty gun and ballistics tests 
were being conducted this 
week. A spent bullet cartridge 
was recovered from near the 
couch. 

Other evidence was collected 
and was being analyzed this 
week 

Granite City police in- 
vestigating the case said they 


had not been able to determine 
circumstances leading to the 
death. They said they found no 
signs of foul play. or signs 
anyone else was in the 
when the shooting occurred. 

The possibility of homicide 
has not been ruled out, however, 
they said. 

‘An autopsy was conducted 
Tuesday. An inquest into the 
cause of death is to be held. A 
bullet, after entering the 
youth's right temple, was 
removed from near his left 
temple. 

Douglas Mathenia was born 
in Granite City and resided here 
until three months ago, when he 
moved to the home of his father, 
Walter Mathenia, in Alton.

attorney, William Schooley, on 
points of law before agreeing to 
send Mrs. Jackson a letter 
containing legal justification for 
Macios serving in. both posts 
concurrently. 


Macies offered opinions from’ 


the state’s attorney, the at- 
torney general, the Office of the 
Illinois Superintendent of 
Public Instruction and the office 
of the superintendent of the 
Madison County educational 
service region, all indicating 
that no conflict exists. 

“Before I ran-for the two 
offices which I now hold, I had 
two attorneys check the 
statutes. There was nothing in 
the state statutes, both lawyers 
said, that shows a conflict of 
interest,” Macios said. 

Macios said one opinion 
recently from Attorney General 
William J. Scott’s office in- 
dicated that if a district leases 
property in a township, the 
assessor could not assess that 
property. 

He defended his position, 
saying the only school district 
property in Nameoki Township 
is Stallings School and that it is 
tax frée and does not need to be 
assessed, as long as no portion 
of it is leased for farming or any 
profit-making endeavor. 

Schooley agreed, saying, “If 
the school district should lease 
out any ‘portion of that 
property, I would say a con 
flict exists. But at this point I 
feel there is no conflict.” 

Board Member Norman Hall 
suggested, “It might be best if 
we file a friendly suit and get 
this cleared up once and for 
all.” 

Schooley countered that the 
board .must make a decision 
that it feels there is a conflict 
before the court will accept the 
case. 

“If the board came to that 
decision, the court would look at 
other statutes and at the duties 
of the two offices and then it 
could make a judgment on 
whether they are in- 
compatable,” the attorney told 
the board. 

“If the board wants to test it 
in court, I think we could for- 
mulate a question in such a 
form the court would consider 
it,” he added 

‘Schooley estimiated the cost to 
test the case in court would be 
$300 to $500. 

Hall commented, “I hate to 
see this thing keep hanging over 
our heads.

965, told the Press-Record that 
the union and school board 
officials had agreed to release 
no further public information on 
specific issues until a set- 
tlement is reached. 

Both the teachers and the 
board still are far apart on 
salary proposals and no im- 
mediate agreement is in sight, 
it was reported today. Picketing 
continued at the Venice 
elementary and high school and 
at the vocational center. 

Meanwhile, a new 
organization kinown as the 
Venice Concerned Parents met 
Tuesday night with school of- 
ficials in an informational 
session. Approximately 35 
parents attended the meeting in 
which Board President Jack 
Tolliver, Board Member 
Richard Bailey, School Supt 
John Pier and Assistant Robert 
Vickers answered questions 
concerning the school district's 
financial plight and its ability to 
meet teacher pay raises. 

Mrs. Ronald Bla 
spokesman for the group, said 
the group “‘is at a loss" to know 
what steps should be taken in an 
effort to settle the strike and 
that “there are problems on 
both sides.” She said the group 


will make no public stand until 
after the next meeting between 
the teachers and school of- 
ficials. 

The teachers on Monday 
rejected a proposal by the 
school board which offered the 
teachers a $350 Jump sum raise 
for the current school year and 
a 3 per cent increase for the 
1974-75 school year, plus an 
additional 3 per cent for that 
year contingent upon 
referendum approval of an 
increase in the tax rate of the 
educational fund. 

‘That offer was an increase in 
the school board’s original 
proposal of a $200 lump sum 
payment for this year only. 

The teachers met again 
Wednesday at the Venice- 
Madison American Legion Hall, 
but declined to say whether they 
had drafted a new proposal to 
be given by the school board. 

The ban on public release of 
specific issues discussed bet- 
ween the board and the teachers 
followed a May 3 meeting in 
which the school board made its 
$350 and 3 per cent proposal to 
the teachers. 

The teachers at that time 
made a counter-offer to the 
board which, it was reported, 
decreased the 5.9 per- cent 
salary schedule raise that had 
been requested by the teachers. 
The teachers charged that 
information concerning this 
offer was not released by school 
officials. 

For that reason, Miss Hackett 
said, it was agreed between the 
teachers and the schookboard to 
keep further discussions private 
and release no details on 
specific issues

Town hall in Nameoki budget 


A $306,366 combined tentative 
budget for the town fund, 
general assistance, revenue 
sharing ‘ and municipal 
retirement fund has been 
prepared by the Nameoki Town 
Board of Auditors and posted 
for public inspection. 

A public hearing on the 
proposed budgets is to be held at 
7 p.m. Wednesday. May 29, in 
the town hall. 

The proposed 1974-75 ap- 
propriation ordinance includes 
funds for expansion and 
remodeling of the town hall on 
Highway 162. 

The new budgets total about 
$8,475 higher than the overall 
budget of the 1973-74 fiscal year, 
but $6,700 of the difference is to 
be paid from increased revenue 
sharing funds. 

The town fund budget was 
increased from $104,406 last 
year, before revenue sharing 
funds were added, to $106,206 
for the new fiscal year which 
began March 1. No revenue 
sharing funds are to be added to 
any other fund this year. 

Louis Whitsell, township 
supervisor, said the slight in- 
crease in the tentative budget 
will mean no increase in the tax 
levy because of a $35,000 surplus 
of funds in the town fund from 
last year 

The general assistance fund 
tentative budget was dropped 
by $10,525, from $92,485 last 
year to $81,960 this year 

Whitsell explained the budget 
was adjusted to bring it closer 
to actual expenditures, which 
have been about $60,000 to 
$70,000 in recent years. ‘There 
still is plenty of money in there 
to handle any large cmergen- 
cies,"” he predicted. 

The drop will not decrease the 
10-cent township levy for 
general assistance, which 
raiges only about $44,000 each

Tapes show ‘law and order’ le 


Comment by Wall Street 
Journal—On the presidential 
tapes, it helps to separate two 
questions: the general 
propriety of the conversations, 
and evidence of impeachable 
offenses. 

Today we would like to lay 
aside impeachment and other 
legal issues, and simply address 
what the conversations tell us 
about Richard Nixon, his ad- 
ministration and American 
politics. 

Having said so many times 
over the last year that even 
without a case for impeachment 
Watergate will have done 
enormous harm to the 
American Republic, we can 
searcely disagree with the 
widespread conclusion that the 
tapes reveal a flawed men- 
tality 

If the case for criminal 
complicity does fail, for that 
matter, it will be only on the 
narrowest of grounds. 

The President's attorney will 
be arguing: Yes the-Fresident 
talked about paying blackmail, 
yes his words say several times 
he thought paying the money 
was the only immediate an- 
swer, yes someone might

construe that as approval, but 
no that isn’t what he meant, and 
no his words were not directly 
connected to the actual payoffs 

Even if all this is true, what a 
defense for a President of the 
United States to offer! 

More broadly, the tapes 
reveal a whole litany of 
presidential failings:

President apparently didn’t 
know much before March 21, 
and part of his reaction was 
perhaps confusion. 

‘The President is not a district 
attorney, and at least up to a 
point is entitled to assume up to 
a point that prosecutors will do 
their job without his help on 
each fact. 

There are points, as in sen- 
ding a message to John Mitchell 
not to refuse testimony to 
protect the President, at which 
he shows a concern with getting

In conversation after con- 
versation, it becomes im- 
possible to tell whether the 
participants are trying to recall 
events or concoct a story.

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New group urges Waterloo airp 


A major effort to build sup- 
port for construction of a new 
international airport to serve 
metropolitan St. Louis was 
announced Tuesday at a news 
conference held in ‘‘neutral” 
territory—the middle of the 
Mississippi River on the border 
between Illinois and Missouri. 

The conference, held aboard 
the sightseeing boat Samuel 
Clemens in mid-stream, an- 
nounced formation of a new 
joint effort to be called 
Impact—an acronym for 
Illinois-Missouri _ Progressive 
Airport Creation Taskforce. 

A board of directors con- 
sisting of an equal number of 
members from each state 
outlined the goals of Impact 

In their announcement, the 
board members said: 

“Now that the Secretary of 
Transportation and the Federal 
Aviation Administration have 
established specific limits for 
the master plan studies for 
Lambert St. Louis International 
Airport—studies our group fully 
supports—it is all the more 
apparent that the ultimate life 
of Lambert Field as the area's 
primary airport is limited 

“It is apparent that a second 
major airport will be required 
to supplement Lambert if we 
are to meet the growing 
passenger and air freight needs 
of the St. Louis metropolitan 
area. 

“All previous studies have 


clearly shown that the only 
suitable and available site for a 
second airport for greater St 
Louis is at Columbia-Waterloo, 


iH. 

“<All necessary studies and 
applications for federal mat- 
ching grants—to supplement 
money already available from 
Illinois transportation bonds— 
have been submitted in behalf 
of the Columbia-Waterloo site 
and have been studied ex- 
tensively by appropriate 
federal governnient agencies. 

“Our group has been formed 
to help make certain that no 
further delays are created now 
that Lambert Field studies have 
been authorized by federal 
officials, in order that land 
acquisition for the new airport 
can begin promptly and 
development plans can be 
initiated. 

“If this procedure is followed, 
the new airport will be fully 
operational at the time Lambert 
reaches its saturation point. 

“Our group fully endorses the 
current improvement programs 
at Lambert because we 
recognize that other cities 
which recently have built major 
airports, including Houston, 
Dallas-Fort Worth and Kansas 
City, have taken as long as ten 
years to complete their new 
facilities. 

“We also support those im- 
provement programs because 
the St. Louis area must have 


facilities as adequate as 
possible to handle air traffic 
intil a new field can be opened 
to supplement Lambert. 

“Qur group also intends to 
work for improved air service 
to meet the passenger and 
freight needs of the region. 

“We will seek a wider range 
of domestic and international 
flights from Lambert Field, 
building a base for the greatly 
increased service which can be 
expected when the second 
airport is completed. 

“The purpose of Impact is to 
support the wise and efficient 
use of Lambert Field while 
proceeding with development of 
the new airport at Columbia- 
Waterloo to meet the region’s 
long-term needs. 

“In support of this policy, 
Impact will bring to the at- 
terition of all concerned per- 
sons, groups and agencies the 
factual information which will 
enable objective deter- 
minations to be made. 

“We have reviewed the many 
studies of our region’s airport 
needs. We believe they point in 
an unmistakable direction. 

“We intend to place the facts 
before the public to help gain 
greater understanding of the 
importance and the benefits of 
the new airport to the entire 
region as the area goes about 
the job of building for the 
future. 


“If greater St. Louis is to 
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realize its full economic 
intial, we can no longer be 
satisfied with the status quo. 
“Tf the area is to progress and 
grow, we must expand in many 
ways, including the im- 
provement of all our surface 
and air _ transportation 
capabilities. 

“Many cities throughout 
the world are looking in vain 
for suitable, reasonably close 
sites for new airports. Almost 
alone in the world, St. Louis 
has an unexcelled con- 
veniently located site. 

“The site is available and it 
meets all aeronautical, en- 
vironmental and air-space 
requirements. We must not 


permit this once-in--century 
ty to be lost for 
generations of 

Illinoisans and Missourians.”

Equal treatment for all jobless 


Standards Act amendments of 
1974, which raise the federal

I favor equal treatment of all 

unemployed workers and op- 
plans to extend benefits 

y for those whose joblessness 
is caused by energy shortages 

A man or woman who 
becomes unemployed is just as 
unemployed whether the reason 
be a shortage of oil or a shor 
tage of customers 

Extended unemployment 
compensation for the energy- 
related jobless was included in 
an Energy Bill vetoed by 
President Nixon. This provision 
would have been an ad- 
ministrative nightmare 

An energy-related layoff has 
its effect on suppliers of a 
manufacturer and on those who 
provide services in the com- 
munity where the layoff occurs, 
as well as on the manufac- 
turer’s own employes. 


There's no logical or fair way 
to draw a line and say: ‘'This is 
where the effect stops. On this 
side of the line the layoffs are 
energy-related; on that side, 
they are not." 

The Administration's 
proposed Job — Security 
Assistance Act would provide 
extended benefits to workers in 
areas of high unemployment, 
regardless of whether their 
joblessness was attributed to 
energy shortages or not 

There are other basic 
developments in which the 
Labor Department is involved. 

The Occupational Safety and 
Health Act was in effect three 
years as of April 28. During that 
time, more than 100 bills to 
amend the Act have been in- 
troduced in Congress, many to 
weaken it and several to repeal 
it, and all have failed. 

I applaud President Nixon's 
action in signing the Fair Labor 


minimum wage in stages to 
$2.30 an hour by 1976 and extend 
coverage of the Act to 7.4 
million more workers. 

The Labor Department is in 
the process of issuing detailed 
regulations governing en- 
forcement of Section 503 of the 
Rehabilitation Act of 1973, 
which requires any federal 
contract over $2,500 to have an 
affirmative action provision for 
employment of the han- 
dicapped 

Pension reform bills now 
before a conference committee 
in Congress involve several 
trade-offs, including com- 
promises on vesting and fun- 
ding requirements and ter- 
mination insurance 

However, nothing in law now, 
and nothing in the new 
legislation, requires employers 
to offer pension plans. 


Mother's Day thoughts— 
rock, then ‘wreck’ cradle

It is the custom on Mother’s 
Day to pay tribute to the 
“hand that rocks the cradle,” 
and rightly so. 

We learn the importance of 
love early in our lives, and 
this is the basic trust or lack 
of trust on which our lives de- 
pend. Erik Erikson, the psy- 
chologist, notes that our sense 
of at homeness or strangeness 
in the world — our feeling that 
life is a friend to affirm or to 
fight — is deeply stamped on 
all of us by our youngest 
years. The hand that rocks the 
cradle is just that important. 

What we have more recent- 
ly come to understand is that 
no less important is the hand 
that wrecks the cradle. This is 
equally deserving of a tribute 
‘on Mother's Day, because if 
we get our security in the 
world by the way our cradles 
are rocked, we get our ade 
quacy for the world by the 
way our cradles are wrecked. 

One surrounds us with the 
love of life, and the other 
equips us with the love of life. 
It is important to have our 
cradles wrecked, and it is 
easy to forget this important 
point. It is so much easier to 
rock a cradle than it is to 
wreck one, and so much less 
painful. After all, to stir up the 
nest and, eagle fashion, to 
force our young to fly for 
themselves in the turbulent 
atmosphere we call life, does 
seem to be downright cruel. 

What this means is that the 
chief job of parents is to work 
themselves out of that job. 


This sounds harsh only to 
those parents who have never 
forced themselves to face the 
painful and rather pitiful al- 
ternatives. It is either with 
firm kindness ‘or deliberate 
care, that parents or parent 
substitutes move their 
charges in the direction of in- 
creasing adequacy and inde- 
pendence, or the relentless 
movement of life carries them 
toward the time when they 
need a sense of adequacy and 
do not have it in that place 
where they need to think and 
act for themselves and they 
cannot. 

I dearly love my mother, 
but there are three lines that [ 
recall that she spoke often 
enough that they are cut per- 
manently on the inside of my 
head. ‘Son, you will just have 
to work that out for yourself.”” 
“Son, you will never get that 
from me by crying."’ “‘Son, 
you are not the only pebble on 
the beach.” 

With more adult under- 
standing, I can see that these

phrases were intended to be 
“cradle wreckers.” It is hu- 
man to be born in the state of 
dependency. In the beginning 
we do not work things out for 
ourselves, things are worked 
out for us. We are nurtured. 
Growing up is moving from 
that first stage to the stage 
where things are worked out 
by us instead of for us. 

There was a time when we 
got what we needed by crying. 
But one does not have to grow 
up very far from the nursery 
to be aware that crying ceases 
to be a means to get what we 
want. We find that if we get 
what we want, it requires 
working and not weeping. 

It also requires an honest 
recognition to know that we 
are “not the only pebble on 
the beach.”’ At one time in our 
lives we felt that we were the 
only beach as well as the only 
pebble! Not only is this whole 
business of cradle-wrecking a 
rather cynical process, but it 
is quite as desirable as it is in- 
evitable.

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Continue cities’ humane dog pounds 


To the Editor: 

Some dog owners may find 
relief from the double fees they 
must pay due to the new $4 dog 
registration fee owed to 
Madison County. 

Alton’s county board mem- 
bers, William Little, Ed 
Voumard, Frances Roberts and 
Margaret May, favor allowing 
any resident of certain 
municipalities to deduct from 
his city dog license fee $2 or half 
the fee paid to the county. 

Municipalities that do not 
qualify initially could benefit in 
the future. 

Presently, ‘the county is 
compelled by the state to set 
aside a third of each fee to pay 
claims for livestock and poultry 
damage. 

After claims are paid, money 
from that fund as well as the 
remaining two-thirds are 
designated for the county’s 
stray dog control, im- 


poundment, related education 
and costs of carrying out the 
program. 

There should be a rebate from 
the county to all municipalities 
that provide their own animal 
control if those procedures are 
at least equal to those provided 
by the county, including stray 
dog collection, state-licensed 
pound, caretaker and humane 
euthanasia, 

The city governments would 
request the refund, which would 
be used to help defray the cost 
of their own programs. They 
then could deduct that amount 
from local dog fees of residents 
who present proof of county 
registration. 

‘This would be fair, not only to 
dog owners, but also to tax- 
payers, who would inevitably 
pay part of the cost of expansion 
of county facilities, trucks, 
gasoline, and manpower— 
‘expensive duplications—should 
municipalities give up their own 


programs. 
We encourage local care and 
supervision of lost or stray pets. 
Unlike voting machines, 
animals suffer in transit. 
Humane care and methods of 
destruction become more 
difficult when great numbers 
are concentrated in one pound. 
Residents of communities 
where animals are euthanized 
by barbiturate injections should 
be commended instead of 
penalized with duplicate fees. 
Public reaction to humane 
treatment of Alton’s impounded 
pets has resulted in many more 
impounded strays than when 
the animals were transported to 
the county pound. And that is 
the “name of the game” of the 
Illinois Animal Control Act.

Bold robbery nets °63,000 


MAY 9, 1924 

One of the boldest daylight 
holdups in Granite City history 
occurred in front of the post 
office when one of five bandits 
in two autos jumped out and 
took $63,000 in currency from T.

Threats to. 
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By ARCH BOOTH

Although 1 am a columnist of 
sorts, I do not consider myself a 
journalist. My function is to 
represent the institution of 
business, which I am able to do 
as a guest in the house of 
journalism. 

The house of journalism is a 
troubled one. Many newsmen 
believe freedom of the press is 
under increasing assault, from 
a variety of directions. 

‘As a houseguest and friend-of- 
the-family, I’d like to make a 
few comments. 

Any attack on the free press is 
a grave threat to our liberties. 
Freedom of speech is the 
kingpin of our society. 

Without a free flow of un- 
censored information, even the 
vote would offer little protection 
against tyranny, since the voter 
could not be sure of what he was 
voting on. 

‘On the other ‘hand, simple 
criticism of the press—even by 
public officials—should not be 
interpreted-as a threat. Some 
newsmen seem automatically 
to interpret it so. If the press 
can dish it out, it should also be” 
able to take it. 

Besides public cri 
are two other things bothering 
journalists—with greater 
justification, I think. 

The first is whether the courts 
should be able to force a 
reporter to reveal information 
given to him in-confidence. The 
second is whether the govern- 
ment can require a news 
organization to be “fair.” 

Reporters have been jailed 
for refusing to name their 
sources. Some states have 
passed “‘shield’jlaws to prevent 
that from happening, and there 
have been bills in Congress to 
create a federal shield law. 

Reporters claim that they 
cannot serve society if citizens 
are afraid to tip them off to evil 
doings, which is what will 
happen—they say—if they can 
be forced to name their 
formants. 

It's a valid point. Never- 
theless, I think shield laws are 
potentially a greater threat to 
the press than the con- 
sequences of not having them. 

They are a threat because the 
government must define that 
which it singles out for special 
protection, And if the govern- 
ment can say who is a 
legitimate reporter, then it can 
also say who is not. 

Butit is government attempts 


to make news coverage ‘“‘fair’”’ 
that represent the greatest 
danger of all, partly because the 
proclaimed goal sounds so 
praiseworthy. 

Broadcasters are presently 
required by the government to 
give ‘fair and balanced” 
coverage to all sides of con- 
troversial issues. 

Rather than improving the 
treatment of public issues, that 
rule has tended to make 
broadcasters shy away from 
controversy, for fear of being 
second-guessed by the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

The broadcasters | are 
regulated’ because there is not 
enough frequency “space” in 
the electronic spectrum for 
everyone who wants to 
broadcast. 

The airwaves are deemed to 
be public property, which the 
government doles out to those 
who meet its standards -and 
agrec to “serve the public in- 
terest.” 

Most acknowledge that some 
form of government 
regulation is necessary to 
parcel out the spectrum space, 
but broadcasters do not think 
the government's writ should 
extend to program content. 
Neither do I. 

Until recently, no one that I 
know of even dreamed that the 
government would try to extend 
to the print media the same kind 
of “fairness” rules applied to 
broadcasters. But that’s just 
what's happened, albeit at the 
state level. 

‘The supreme court of Florida 
upheld a 1913 state law 
requiring that any paper which 
attacks the “character” or 
“official record’’ of a candidate 
for office must publish that 
candidate's reply to its charges. 

This law would put. the 
government in the editor's 
chair. 

At best, it would inhibit news 
coverage, as it has with the 
broadcasters, At worst, it would 
give the government the means 
to harass into submission any 
newspaper that displeased it. 

As far as I am concerned, this 
incredible law is patently un- 
constitutional, and the sooner 
that fact is officially confirmed, 
the better. 

No reasonable man believes 
that the press is always fair. 
But it is “regulated” by its 
readers and by the spur of 
competition. Such regulation is 
the only kind compatible with 
the maintenance of a free 
society.

Many Madison County far- 
mers are not able to obtain as 
much nitrogen fertilizer as they 
would like to apply for their 1974 
corn crop 

Those who can’t get enough 
nitrogen will need to stretch the 
available supply by applying 
less per acre or switch to 
soybeans. 

Soybeans, _ if _ properly 
inoculated with nitrogen-fixing 
bacteria, can use nitrogen from 
the air for proper plant growth. 

When less than optimum 
amounts of nitrogen are applied 
on corn, the plant population 
will need to be reduced. 

Research indicates that 80 
pounds of nitrogen per acre on 
fertile soil will support good 
yields at a population of 22,000 
corn plants per acre 

If tight supplies force you to 
reduce the rate of nitrogen 
below 80 pounds per acre, 
reduce corn populations to 
16,000 plants per acre or con- 
sider shifting to soybeans. On 
less fertile soils, the plant 
population should be further 
reduced. 

Efficient soybean production 
results from a package of 
management decisions, and a 
little cooperation from Mother 
Nature. 

It is important how the 
growth factors that make up 
this package react with one 
another as well as individually. 
The proper-use of these factors 
at the right time can make the 
difference between profit and 
loss 

These factors may be old, 
tried and true. But they aren't 
out of date, and it doesn’t hurt to 
take another look at them 

Varieties should be selected 
on the basis of their yield 
potential, disease resistance, 
adaptability and resistance to 
lodging and shattering 

Soil tests will help show how 
much limestone, phosphorus 
and potassium is needed for 
the soybean crop. Soil test 
results indicate —_ that 
potassium severely limits 
yields in some Madison 
County fields. 

Make proper use of chemicals 
and cultivation practices to 
control weeds and insects. 

Tillage is important to help 
the weak germinating soybean 
get up and to help battle the 
weeds. 

Damaged seed doesn’t ger- 
minate well. If you save your 
own seed, insure acceptable 
stands from good seed quality 
by carefully harvesting, storing 
and cleaning the seed. 

Inoculate soybeans to insure 
modulation and nitrogen 
fixation if there is any doubt 
that rhizobia are present in the 
soil or if soybeans have not been 
grown in the field 

Although the planting date for 
soybeans isn't as critical as for 
corn, planting at the right time 
can increase yields and help cut

In a letter to Secretary of

Green light for vegetable planting 


By CHRIS DOLL 
Area Garden Adviser 

The “green light” says go for 
planting all vegetable erops— 
barring unforseen hazards 
such as frost or heavy rains 
imposed by Mother, Nature. 
Early to mid-May is the time for 
a planting of all crops to be in 
the ground—the early season 
crops, and the warm season 
squash, melons, cucumbers, 
sweet potatoes, sweet corn, 
peppers, eggplant, okra, beans 
and tomatoes. 

It is also time for second (or 
third) plantings of radishes, 
lettuce, greens, beets, carrots, 
cabbage, and even some more 
onion séts or plants for green 
onions. 

Crops such as snap beans and

sweet corn are well adapted to 
successive plantings. Gar- 
deners may make weekly 
plantings of sweet corn or bi- 
weekly plantings of snap beans 
through May, June and into 
July for an extended harvest 
season, In following this 
program, small plantings will 
provide adequate yields for the 
family’s consumption. 

Another method of having 
extended sweet corn harvest is 
to plant 3 varieties at a time. By 
using early (68-72 day), mid- 
early (74-78 day) and mail 
season (80-86 day) varieti€s, 
one planting date will yield 
three harvest periods. Seed 
counters or catalogs are full of 
Varieties, each listing the 
number of days required from 
planting to harvest. 

Some of the reliable favorites 
in this area are Golden Beauty, 
Spring Gold, Earlibell, Gold 
Cup, Honey and Cream, Seneca 
Chief, Golden Cross Bantam, 
Jubilee, Wampum, ~ Silver 
Queen and Country Gentlemen 
There are many other good 
varieties and these too can be 
grown. 

Sweet corn should be planted 
in multiple rows rather than 
single rows to insure 
pollination. However, if you 
want pure yellow corn, do not 
plant white corn within 50 feet of 
the yellow. If you want bi-color 
corn, plant yellow and white 
seed in adjoining rows or use a 

-bi-colored variety. 
++++ 

“An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure” in fruit 


plantings too. Most insect and 
disease pests are controlled by 
preventative measures rather 
than remedial practices. The 
recent warm weather and 
spring rains have forced plants 
info rapid growth that is subject 
to infections. 

Tree fruits have finished 
blooming and the young fruits 
are exposed for the worm or 
disease spore. Grapes and 
raspberries are in the bud 
stage. Spray now to protect the 
floral and other plant parts. . 

Thanks to the aid of modern 
chemistry, all of the materials 
needed for your fruit crops are 
available in “all-purpose” or 
“home orchard” spray mixes. 
When used according to 
direction, they effectively will 
control the pests, and are safe to 
use in nearly all gardens. 
Strawberries are in full bloom. 
Use only a fungicide such as 
Captan to reduce leaf and fruit 
diseases.

Another victim of the March 
freeze was grapes. Cane and 
vine damage ranges from 10 to 
100 per cent kill. New growth is 
emerging slowly and the full 
extent of the damage is still 
unknown. 

If your vines are damaged, 
wait until some buds or shoots 
develop and then prune off dead 
wood. In some cases, this may 
be near the ground line and the 
old trunk will have to be 
removed. Train new shoots as 
you would a new plant, and 
protect them from wind and 
animal damage.

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Scott governor campaign has begun

Attorney General William J- 
Scott has begun a com- 
paratively quiet campaign to 
nail down: the 1976 Republican 
nomination for governor. 

‘Statehouse strategists point to 
several developments. 

‘At a late April fund-raising 
dinner at Carlinville for 
Republican 49th district Senate 
candidate A. C. “Junie” Bar- 
tulis of Benld, Scott was on hand 
and stirred the packed 
restaurant with a blistering 
attack .on Democratic Gov. 
Daniel Walker. 

This was regarded as 
significant for two reasons. 

~ Scott does not attend many 
party affairs as a rule. 

He has been, except in some 
specific instances, reserved in 
his direct criticism of Walker. 

Shortly after the Carlinville 
speech, Scott stepped into the 
intra-party Democratic feuding 
between Walkker and Lt. Gov. 
Neil Hartigan by siding with 
Hartigan in the Illinois State 


Fair controversy. 

Scott questioned Walker's 
view that using the Illinois 
National Guard to help clean up 
the fairgrounds at Springfield, 
as Hartigan had advocated, was 
unconstitutional. The attorney 
general announced he was 
directing his own staff to 
determine whether such use is 
constitutional. 

At the same time, Scott made 
it clear that he favors Har- 
tigan’s voluntary program for 
reviving the State Fair, and 
shares a view held by many in 
both parties at the Statehouse 
that the Walker ad- 
ministration’s criticism of it is 
chiefly jealousy. 

Why has Scott, who has 
become respected for his 
political shrewdness, making 
his 1976 move now? 

The view is that he feels the 
timing is right for disposing 
once and for all with his only 
serious challenger for the 
nomination. 

That's House Speaker W 
Robert Blair of Park Forest, 
who is up to his ears in political 


Safety packages for 
prescription drugs 


Although it has been nearly 
two years since —non- 
prescription drugs such as 
aspirin have been packaged in 
“child-resistant”’ containers, 
there have been no laws until 
now governing the packaging of 
prescription drugs 

Beginning this month, 
however, state and federal laws 
require that all oral prescrip- 
tion drugs to be dispensed by 
pharmacists in safety 
packaging designed to 
discourage children from 
taking medication that could 
harm them. 

Dr. Joyce Lashof, director of 
the Illinois Department of 
Public Health, reports that the 
safety packaging requirement 
is enforced by her Office of 
Consumer Health Protection 
and by the U. S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission. 

Dr. Lashof said, “‘We want to 
make this safety measure as 
effective as possible in 
protecting children's health 
while taking into consideration 
necessary exceptions.
